THE STORY of John whose 
nurn*rue was Mark ss one of a 
man who was possibly lukewarm 
in the faith, at first, and failed 
rn a certain mission, angering 
Paul. 
But he 
made pood,” and 
Iwcamr a trusted member of the 
early church circle, as Peter, hav­ 
ing once done wrong, became its 
leader. 
In his own b ok Mark tells of 
an odd incident at the time of 
Jesus’ arrest that is not m en­ 
tioned in any of the other books 
of the New Testament. 
The apostles a1! forsook the 
Master and fled 
but one young 
man followed Him, dressed in a 
loose cloak 
The young men took 
hold of his garment, and he left 
it with them 
and fled, naked. 
Some students of the Bible think 
that this man was Mark. 
The next mention of Mark is 
in 
Acts, 
wh( n 
Peter, 
released 
from prison bv an angel, knocked 
at the door of the house of ‘ Mary 
the mother of John whose su r­ 
name was M ark.” She evidently 


w as a widow ar I well-off, aud her 
home was a gathering point for 
the disciples. 
Paul and Barnabas, you may 
remerbtWT, were sent from An­ 
tioch by the brethren there to 
Jerusalem, to help those at the 
mother church w ho were in need 
When they returned, Mark was 
with them 
Mark was with them, 
also, when they were preaching 
in the synagogues at Salamis. 
seems not to have been a 
preacher 
and 
teacher, 
but 
he 
acted as a helper to the leaders 
—doing everything to absist their 
work. 
Now, Mark failed the others. 
It is possible that he was home­ 
sick. and tired of traveling about 
from town to town. At any rate. 
he left the company at Perga in 
Pamphylia. and went home to 
Jerusalem. 
We are not told when John re­ 
joined them again, but he did and 
at Antioch, we are told. Paul 
suggested to Barnabas that they 
visit the other cities where they 
had established churches, Bams*

Paul objected, 
and the two men had words about 
the matter

through Syria and Cilicia con­ 
firming the churches. 
Barnabas was a kinsman of 
Mark's, and possibly understood 
the young man better than Paul, 
whose 
missionary 
spirit 
ruled 
him completely, rani did not re­ 
tain his enmity against Mark, 
however 
When he was in prison, 
near the end of his life, he wrote 
to the Colossians that "Aristar­ 
chus my fellow-prisoner saluteth 
you, and Marcus, sister's son to 
Barnabas.” 
Again, Faul, writing to Timo­ 
thy, says, "Only Luke is with me. 
Take Mark and bring him with 
thee: for he is profitable to me 
for the ministry.*’ In his impri­ 
sonment and nearing his second 
trial before Nero, Paul wanted 
the young Mark to come and 
"minister” to him, 
Again, writing to Philemon, he 


says, “Marcus, Aristarchus, De- 
mas, Lucas, my fellow-laborers.”

Peter adds his testim ony in 
favor of Mark, when he writes 
"to t h e s t r a n g e r s , scattered 
throughout Pontus, Galatia. Cap* 
padoeta, Asia and Bithynia,” that 
"the church that is at Babylon, 
elected together with you, salut­ 
eth you: and so doth Marcus, my 
son."
